... a banking and railroad pioneer named Charles Wright made his way from Philadelphia to 
"the City of Destiny", Tacoma, with his wife Faimie Paddock and their five children. Mr. 
Wright, a noble man, was part of a committee that ventured to the Pacific Northwest in 1872 
to determine the fmal destination for the Northern Pacific Railroad. 

In 1881, Wright wrote to Bishop Paddock asking how he could further support Tacoma. 
Paddock answered that the little town needed a church and a school that would " make 
possible Christian education for the rising generation of daughters of the pioneers. " Wright 
agreed and outlined his vision for the school: 

"The school will provide education for the rising generation of daughters of the pioneers, 
children who will lay a firm foundation for the great state that is to be, a state which will 
require them to have kind, not callous hearts; joyous, not pampered spirits; broad, not petty 
minds; refmed, not tawdry tastes; direct, not shifting speech - women who will meet wealth 
with simplicity, and poverty with dignity, and face life with quiet strength - developing from 
strength to strength; contributing to the righteous up-building of this great country." 

And so became the wonderfully majestic place we know as Annie Wright Schools, named after 
the pioneer's youngest daughter. And though the school has evolved over the years, it remains 
true to its pioneering roots while looking to the future. 

The 2012-2013 academic year shall go down in history as a year of triumph, consisting of of 
scholars, victories, stellar performances, and plenty of dragon slayings. The culmination of 
the school year was marked by forty princesses wearing yellow ties and setting off to achieve 
their fairytale ending. 

For all Gators— whether age 3 or 18— it's been a magical year. With each day there have been 
successes, wins and, of course, challenges along the way. For those are what make the end of 
the fairytale so much sweeter. 

May each of you, Annie Wright Gators, live happy ever after...
